Lived with Accused 
She testified she had lived 
ith Joseph Spagnoti Jr., al- 
leged head of the ring that 
counterfeited bonds and travel* 
ers’ checks, in his home at 
5301 Quincy st. 

It was Spagnoli who informed 
the government that Bolden had 
offered to sail for $50,CC0 the 
service file on the 
counterfeiting ring, nine mem- 
bers of which were arrested in 
May. 

Miss Hafford testified that 
she was fa secret service 
protective custody in the Con- 
rad Hilton hotel on May .12 
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when she dyed her blonde hair 
at the suggestion of agents to 
help hide her identity.
